Irishmen oil over the world are anx- 
ious to see just what measure of 
home rule I'remier Asqulth proposes 
to offer Ireland. The peoiple of Ire- 
land ware so sanguine that they 
doubled thala aabaettpttoaa to tae 
Nationallat fund and the appeal of 
Meaara. Redmond, Devlbi and O'Con- 
nor to America met a generoua re- 
sponse. The close of the year 
brought suci ess to Redmond and his 
colleagues in the general election, 
nd that success was more signifi- 
cant than the figures indicate. 

TKo aeats were won fiiim the 
Untonista, and of the Independents 
only eight belei« to the O'Brien 
party, wMeh to confined to the 
County Cork, and there received only 
slender majorities. In East Cork, 
William O'Brien, whose chief plan^ 
la conciliation of I'roiestanta, was 
decisively defeated by a Protestant 
Cnlonlst, ('apt, Donelan, who was 
supported by the Catholic Bishop. Of 
the elgbty-taar MattonaltoU elected 
seventy-ate are p le d ged pt vote with 
Redmond, whlto the remaining eight 
are followera of O'Brien. These 
eighty-four men represent all Mun- 
ster and Connaught. all U>inater ex- 
cept Trinity College, which always 
elects two Conservatives, and six- 
teen out of the thirty-three Ulster 
seets.
